After extensive prospecting all over 
Nevada and Utah, Mr. Ernest H. 
Price, late of this city, in company 
with several other gentlemen, recently 
succeeded in discovering extensive 
sal beds near the t Val- 
ley about eighty miles from 
Salt Lake City. Specimens of this 

ct were brought up to this city, 
and yesterday Dr. J. B. Whittier, of 
the of Hardy, Ayers & Co., man- 
ufactured from it a small quantity of 
blasting powder, which, after several 
severe tests, proved its purity and 
strength. Dr. Whitter claims that 
this is the first powder ewer made from 
saltpetre found in the United States, 
and its discovery ineUtah adds another 
source of untold. wealth to her already 
varied and valuable resources. 


The above is from a recent number 
ef the Ogden Dispatch. It is surpris- 
ing that the deposit referred to should 
have remained 80 long unclaimed and 
unworked. The existence of saltpetre 
in that locality has een known for a 
number of years te some of the early 
mining men of Utah. If, as reported, 
these beds recently found are of con- 
siderable extent, their value is very

Saltpetre was discovered in Utah, 
in the vicinity of that deposit de- 
scribed by the Dispatch, as early as 
1776. Inthat year Padre Escalante 
organized an expedition in the city of 
Mexico for the conversien ‘of the 
nerthern Indian tribes. The party 
was composed ef priests and traders. 
They traversed portions ef what are 
now Utah and Nevada. On the re- 
tun of the expedition to Mexigo Es- 
calante published a journal of their 
travels. A copy of the eriginal MS. 
is ia the Congressional BPbrary at 
Washington. A translation ef a por- 
tion ef that MS. appeared in Simp- 
son's Explorations in Utah,” publish- 
ed in 1859. This extract shows that 
Escalante’s party found saltpetre in 
Utah over one hundred years ago: 

“To the seuth and sowthwest of 
Lake Tin (Lake Utah) there 
are two valleys, full of pasture, 
and with plenty of water. To one ef 
these reaches the lake, and next to 
the latter is a large piece of the valley 
strongly impregmated with saltpetre.”’ 

It is remarkable that in Escalante's 
work, published in the Spenish lan- 
guage at Mexico, there is ne mention 
of the saltpetre discovery. There is a 
copy ef the bock in Bancroft’s Pacific 
Coast Library in San Francisco. A 
careful perusal of the work about six 
months ago disclosed the fact 
that the passage relating to sult- 
petre had been omitted. The priests 
probably dreaded the rush of adveu- 
\ turers which would follow the publi- 
cation uf news of mineral discoveries. 
It is said to have been their poliey te 
discourage mining, and to suppress in 
all works published, under their sanc- 
tion any mention of valuable minerals.

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Russian Cruelty and Revenge. 


Three Nihilists condemned to Si- 
berian exile: wished to marry, and 
fixed upon three girls of their politi- 
cal persuasion, whe agreed to espouse 
and follow them te the place of their 
banishment. Marriages of this kiod 
are tolerated by the laws of Russia, 
and the three convicts were wedded; 
but their sentence of banishment was 
immediately afterward changed into 
one of solitary confinement in the 
central prison of St. Petersburg.

The citizens of Winnemucca were 
treated to u novel sight yesterday 
afternoon, About the time the pas- 
senger train from the east was due a 
detachment of Winnemucca's warriors, 
acoumpanied by the old Chief and 
some two hundred members of the 
tribe, marched from their camping 
ground west of the river to the depot. 
The warriers carried the stars and 
stripes and a flag of truce at the head 
of the celumn. They wore the regu- 
lation uniform, which consists of a 
breech cloth and a few feathers. 
Their naked bodies, arms, legs and 
faces, were painted in colors, yellow, 
red and black predominating. The 
backs and breasts of the muscular sav- 
ages were striped like zebras, and 
their faces were as hideous as paint 
and Piute art could make them.

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SILVER MINING IN GHIHUARUA, 
MEXICO. . 


The Most FExtensivé Deposits of Siiver 
in the World--Mines that Produced 
000,000—Ore Averaging $81 


— 


For centuries Chihuahua has raok- 


ed among the most famous of the 
Mexican States for the production of 
silver; but from various causes un- 
til very recently, the energics of 
Americans have not been directed to 
that rich region. 

But thanks to American enterprise, 
that land is soon to pour into the 
United States the wealth which a cen- 
tury ago, glutted the avarice of the 
haughty Spaniard. 

There are now iu the State of Chi- 
huahua at work, and organized for 
work, no less than six American com- 
panies, ownin§ and controlling the 
richest and best of the mining proper- 
ty in the State. A brief mention of 
these is all that will be attempted at 
this time. The Santa Eulalia mining 
companies own the mines of Santa 
Dulalia, 16 miles from the city of Chi- 
huahua. 

Under the rule of Spain, these 
mines paid to the Catlmlic church a 
tax on $111,000,000. 

They are, without doubt, the most 
extensive deposit mines in the world. 
But for want of capital, they are still 
being worked by the ancient methods 
of the Mexicans. The company pro- 

to tunoel the mountain, build 
a railroad 42 miles to the forks of the 
Sacramento and Chihuahua rivers, 
and there establish large works for 
the reduction of the ores by modern 
methods. The Cusiquiriachic mines 
were purchased last fall by a company 
from San Francisco for the compara- 
tively 

TRIFLING sum oF $500,000. 


These mines are 90 miles southwest 
from the city of Chihuahua. The 
records do not show their former 
wealth, but it is known. to have been 
great. The veins are true fissures, 
centaining at the depth of 600 feet 
solid metal, in some places 15 feet 
wide, averaging nearly $100 per ton. 
The ores are now being reduced by 
the lixiviatioa precess with excellent 
results. The Batopilas mines, in the 
southwest part of the State, owned 
and operated by Wells, Fargo & Co., 
contain large deposits of native silver, 
and are enriching their owners. The 
records show that under Spanish rule 
these mines produced $400,000,000. 
The consolidated mines of Parral, 
owned by the Knotts Company of 
Chicago, are situated in the city of 
Hidalgo or Parral. The records show 
that these mines have produced $60,- 
000,000. They are true fissure veins, 
aygregating in length three-fourths of 
a mile, witha width of from 6 to 30 
feet. The last six years working by 
the Mexicans yielded over $900,000, 
the ore averaging 681 per ton. These 
mines have only been worked to a 
depth of a little more than 400 feet.

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Smithsonian Snakes.

On the first floor,in the main hall 
of the Smithsenian Institute, stands 
a curiosity which deserves particular 
attention. It is a large case, nine 
feet by four and one-half wide, con- 
taining numerous specimens of snakes, 
all of which are ative. Through the 
top, which is covered with glass, the 
movements of the reptiles can be 
plainly seen. The cage is filled with 
stumps of trees, grasses, ferns and 
sand, and an artificial lake keeps the 
ground continually moist. There the 
reptiles have full sway, and although 
somewhat repulsive, their cage is al- 
ways surrounded with curiosity lovers. 
Some of the varieties are: Coach- 
whips, indigo or gophers, chickeo, 
black aod garter snakes. A king 
snake is also ameng the collectien, 
and bas 2 be carefully watched as he 
is fond of huggi a cempanions, 
and very 2 — kills them, after 
which they make a meal for his high- 


ness. This snake is the mortal foe of 


the rattlesnake, who always comes out 
second best in their fights.

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The British Channle Tunnel. 


From the Mining and Scientific Press. 


The great tunnel under the British 
Channel with which It is proposed to 
connect England and France, bas not 
yet been fairly commenced, but the 
engineers have sunk a shaft near San- 
gatte, in order to ascertain the depth 
and currents of the water. When 
these preliminary experiments are 
concluded the work of making the 
tunnel will beg:n. The shaft now 
being sunk is about nine feet in di- 
ameter, and is to go to the depth of 
260 feet. Work in the shaft has been 
suspended for the last two months, as 
the water comes in se rapidly that it 
has been n to construct a ma- 
chine that will extract 600 gallens per 
minute, or double what the machine 
first used could remove. The shaft 
has already been sunk to half the pro- 
posed depth. The walls ef the shaft 
are being lined with small oak planks, 
with a backing of concrete. The

A NEW MOUNTAIN PASS. 
Another Roadway Through the Rocky 
Mourtains—The Probable Route of 


the Northern Pacific Au Easy Grade 
For a Railroad. 


The Helena, Montana, Herald, of 
July 31st, contains a lengthy account 
of a new pass just discovered through 
the main Rocky Mountain ridge, 
which is 700 feet lower than the fa- 
mous Deer Lodge Pass, which has 
heretofore supposed to have been the 
lowest in the range. It was discovered 
by Mr. V. T. Priest, and has recently 
been surveyed by B. F. Marsh, C. E. 
Strange to say, it is within 15 miles of 
Helena, and why it has just come to 
the knowledge of man is a question 
which puzzles the Herald and every 
one else. Its highest altitude is but 
5.500 feet above the level of the sea, 
and Mr. Marsh says that a freight | 
team with an average load shall be | 
able to pass the main range without a 
halt, and without locking or doubling. 
As a result of this discovery, the Her- 
ald says: It is certain that it must be 
the one that will be adopted by the 
Northern Pacific road, for it is on a 
line that will save 120 miles of dis- 
tance, as well as give them a way 
across the range at a lower altitude 
than any other known pass, : 


SAVING ANY TUNNELING 


and allowing an easy grade. Helena 
is thus placed about midway between 
the Main Range of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the navigable waters of the 
Missouri river, a situation of untold 
value, and worth probably more than 
all the subsidies the county could ever 
have in its power te bestow. Its value 
to the Northern Pacific cannot be es- 
timated at less than $3.000,000 above 
any other route that has been sub- 
mitted to their consideration. It 
looks to us that this route, which has 
Puget Sound as well as the Columbia 
at one end, Lake Superior at the other 
and the lowest pass in the Rocky 
Mountains in the centre, must in the 
end overreach all others. The im- 
provements now io the process of be- 
ing made will admit the heaviest ocean 
steamers to the waters ofthe great lakes. 
The railroads that bear the Pacific 
freights and gather up the products of 
the best wheat land and stock ranges in 
the world will not have to seek the sea- 
ports of New York or Boston, but may 
presently make deliverance at the 
western end of Lake Superior. Oop 
the route now open and well under- 
stood, the Northern Pacific may be 
completed at a cost of About one half 
of the Union and Central Pacific roads, 
and be operated every year at one- 
third less expense. Llere is a margin 
of profits that sets successful competi- 
tion at defiance. 
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The Fires in the Mountains

Heavy fires are raging io the forests 
in all directions. At Lake Tahoe the 
flames have spent their fury, and are 
dying out after having destroyed 
thousands of dollars worth of proper- 
ty. At Richardson's mill and back 
of George Shaffer's, heavy battling was 
kept up between the lumbermen and 
the devouring element for several 
days, resultivg at last io a victory for 
the lumbermen. Now the point of 
greatest interest is Kneeland’s mill. 
The flames are raging with great vio- 
lence in the forests, and are constant- 
ly threatening the snow sheds, Knee- 
lands mill and large quantities of 
wood, lumber and square timbers. 
The water train ef the Central Pacific 
is kept at the point of greatest danger, 
near Kneeland’s. By the exercise of 
the greatest care the fire has been kept 
in check, and much valuable property 
has been saved. The origio of these 
fires is unknows. Some of them are 
undeubtedly started by Indians, oth. 
ers probably by hunters. Parties 
hunting and camping out should exer- 
cise the atest care as a fire once 
started destroys a great deal of pro- 
perty.

her trouble. Miss Mallet roomed 
with another young lady, to whom 
she often expressed her intention to 
cemmit suicide. She even went se 


far, ten or twelve times, as to give her 
room-mate everything she possessed, 
and bid her a tearful good-bye. So that 
when last night, before going to bed, 
Miss Mallet again took leave ef her 
room-mate, giving her everything as 
usual, the latter did not suppose that 
she would carry out her intention. 
But this moraing about 6 o’cleck, as 
she stepped out of the house, she saw 
Miss Mallett rowing out from the 
shore, and called out to her to come 
back and take a passenger. But Miss 
Mallett would not return, and from

From Sacramento—Some Discrip- 
tion of the Bullding. 


The plans and specifications fer the 
new school house came up from Sac- 
ramento last Friday morning. The 
trustees have advertised for pro- 
posals for. the erection of the build- 
ing, and will have the work com- 
menced at the earliest possible day, 


in order to get the building as near 
completion as possible before cold 
weather comes. 

The plan selected by the trustees 
was drawn by A.A. Cook, a Sacra- 
mento architect. It represents a 
handsome, well proportioned building 
of considerable architectural preten- 
tions. The edifice is to be built of 
brick. Jt will be of two storys, with a 
mansard roof, surmounted by a tower. 
Nothing but the best material will be 
used in its construction. The founda- 
tion walls will be laid two feet deep 
with solid masonry. The exterior 
wooden finish ef the building is to be 
done in redwood, and the interior is 
to be finished in sugar pine, The 
school house will be furnished through- 
out with gas and water. The build- 
ing will be 68.4 feet square in the 
clear, and 90.8 in highth to the top of 
the tower. 

There will be eight class rooms. 
each 28x32 feet and 16 feet high. The 
halls will be 18 feet wide.

DeYoung Shoots Kalloch. 


Charles DeYoung Fulfils His 
Threat Against I. S. Kal- 
loch and Shoots Him 
Down ta the Street. 


The History of the Affair--Kalloch® 
Speech Last Evening—-What he 
Meant to Pub#ish in the Open Let- 
teor— The Shooting This Morning-— 
DeYoung ia Jall--Kalloch Still Liv- 
ing—-Great Excitement. 


San Francisco, Aug. 22.—During 
the day the street talk has run largely 
on the expected hostilities between 
Rev. I. S. Kalloch, the Workingmen’s 
candidate for mayor, and the prepri- 
etors of the Chroaicle. That journal 


continued its attask on Kalloch this 


morning, including in its arraigoment 
his father before him. The reported 
programme for this evening was that 
Kalloch weuld make a general haran- 
gue in Metropolitan Temple, after 
which he would adjeuro the meeting 
to the street, and there read the 
famous articles on the De Young 
brothers published in Napthaly's Sun 
some five years age. This under- 
standing was sufficient to draw an 
audience to the Temple which liter- 
ally packed every inch-of the audito- 
torium, while the street io front was 
filled for nearly the entire block with 
the crowd. Kalloch's in-door speech 
dwelt at length with general political 
issues and closed with an attack of 
the most bitter and personal charac- 
ter on the proprietors of the Chronicle. 
The enthusiasm of the audience was 
such that it was with difficulty the 
speaker ceuld proceed. After the ad- 
journment hs made his appearance 
outside and was greeted with tre- 
mendous cheers. He addressed the 
crowd, briefly alluding te the attacks 
upon him by the Chronicle, and say- 
ing that their assault on the memory 
of his father was his justifieation. He 
applied to them an epithet in which 
was concentrated the whole animus of 
the Sun article. He said he had a 
copys of that article in: bis pocket 
[cries cf ‘‘read it,” “read it, “] but did 
not wish te expend all his ammunition 
at once. The article would be repub- 
lished immediately in the Open Letter, 


‘and next Tuesday evening he would 


take it up and comment upon it. Af- 
ter a few general remarks be dismissed 
the audience, which quietly dispersed. 


DeYoung Shoots ck. 


San Francisco, Aug. 23.—Charles 
DeYoung shot Kalloch this morning 
at 10 o'clock; ence in the left breast 
over the heart and once im the thigh. 
Kalloch is very dangerously hurt, but 
may live. The mest imtense excite- 
ment prevails. The Workingmen have 
called a meeting for 2:30 this after- 
noon. Runners are owt after clans- 
men.

The Chronicle office is 
strongly guarded, also the county jail 
and the city prison.

More Parten. 


About 10 o’cleck this morning 
Charles De Young im a coupe drove 
to the side door of the Metropolitan 
Temple, where I. S. Kalloch has his 
study, and sent a messenger to say 
that a man wanted to see him. Kal- 
loch went down, not knowing who his 
visitor was. On his approach to the 
coupe, De Young shet him through 
the door, inflicting one wound in the 
breast and another in the thigh. 
Kalleck fell and De Young attempted 
to drive off. A crowd collected 
around the vehicle and finally over- 
turoed it. Before De Young received 
much damage he was rescued by poliee, 
and taken to the eity prison for safety. 
Intense excitement prevails, great 
crowds are gathered on the streets, 
and runuers are going about calling 
the workingmen to assemble at 2 r. u. 
Kalloch was first reported dead, but 
later reports say that he is still alive. 


The Struggle and Arrest. 


De Young, pale as a sheet, fought 
with the desperati.p of a man fight- 
ing for his life, at one moment his 
pale face would be seen on one side 


et the carriage, his hands grasping the 


window frames in his endeavors t¢ 
prevent being pulled out at the othér 
side, and the next moment the situa- 
tion weuld be reversed. This strug- 

gle contioued fer nearly fifteen min- 

utes. The workiogmen, in their shirt- 

sleeves, had evidently left their work 

in the oeighberhood to join 
in the fray, and .conspicuously 

in the crowd was atall, gray haired 
man in a red shirt threwn open at the 
chest, whese pale face and struggling 
form gave him the appearance of a 

leader. The Workingmen had suc- 

ceeded durimg the melee in striking 

De Young mae severe blows about 

the head and bedy, but this apparent- 

ly was not the fell bent of their de- 

wgn. Shouting, cersipg and raisiag a 

dia that could be fer blocks, 
they struggled to get De Young in 

their power. Some one shouted tip 

him over.” Three or four strong men 

took hold of the vebiele and raising 

it nearly fperpendiculag threw it over 

on its side. De Young bruised, and 

stunned: bytlf fall, was unable te fight 

off his assailants who eommenced 

fighting each: other to get at him. 

They beat him on the head and body, 

tore his elothes off, and each ene seem- 

ed anxious te wreak personal vengance 

on him. A) peliceman fought his way 

through tie crowd and getting him by 

the left arm dragged him through the 

crowd to the Baldwin Hotel, get him 

into a hack and took him to the city 

prison.

The ceal-burners had ioformed the 
teamsters that they could load no more 
coal at Fish creek under any circum- 
stances, until the coal troubles were 
settled satisfactorily to the strikers, 
and that it made no difference if the 
sheriff sent all the officers he could 
muster, they would prevent the load- 
ing of anether team. On the receipt 
of this information, Sheriff Kyle sent 
deputies to protect the teams on Fish 
creek, yesterday afternoon. A large 
crowd of Italians were there and told 
Rich that he must not attempt to load 
the teams; Rich said he had came 
there for that purpose. and then told 
the owners of the coal to commence 
leading, which they attempted to do, 
but were pushed back by the leaders 
of the gang and commanded not to 
touch a sack. G. H. Smith and Rich

n. They were ordered the 
leader of the strikers to stop, and were 
pushed aside by the Italians, and 
when they again tried to load, the 
leader drew a pistol and fired at Rich, 
the ball just gaazing his head. Au- 
other one of the strikers at the same 
instant rushed upon Smith with a 
long knife, when the officers opened 
fire on them and 
THE SHOOTING COMMENCED IN BARNEST. 
The officers were well supplied with 
the latest improved arms, which they 
bad in readiness, and at the first fire 
eleven of the Italians droppe 1. Five 
of them were instantly killed and six 
wounded. The terrible effect of the 
first volley completely demoralized 
the strikers, and they scattered and 
ran like sheep, sh wildly at the 
officers, whe escaped without a wound. 
There were about 117 of the strikers, 
and they evidently thought their 
large force would so — awe 
the officers that they would net dare 
te return a shot, but they mistook the 
character of the men they were dealing 
with. The officers did not attempt to 
fellow the retreating strikers, but 
stayed by the wagons, expecting they 
would gather their forces and renew 
the attack. The fight took place 
about dusk last evening, and as soon 
as it was found that the battle would 
not be renewed, Storey left for town; 
be returned to Fish creek about 3 o’cleck 
this morning accompanied by Sheriff 
Kyle, Dr. Thoma and Coroner Smith. 
It is the opinion of those who are best 

uainted with the fighting qualities 
of the Italians that this will squelch 
the coal war effctually, and that the 
strikers have had all the fighting they 
want.

The question as tu the adaptability 
of the soil and climate of this coast 
for raising the Angora goat may be 
considered settled, for the past few 
years has convinced the most ske 
tical that there are millions iu the bus- 
iness. It is known that we have thou- 
sands and thousands of acres unfit for 
any other purpose upon which these 
creatures can feed and grow fat, while 
sheep of any other breed would starve 
upon them. And now that our people 
have by experience become thorough- 
ly conversant with the habits, peculi- 
arities and wants of these natives of 
Asia; and not only know how to care 
for the fleece and the skin there can 
be no sensible objection raised to their 
becoming one of the great syurces of 
income to the coast. The fact is that 
the raising of these goats, like the 
raising of vineyards, had to be studied 
and studied closely. We know that 
it has taken years and years to bring 
our vineyards and our wine waking to 
& paying position, and it was not tc 
be expected that the imported goat 
would at once become a profitable in- 
vestment while the people were igno- 
rant of its habits and how to care for 
it. The geut even now may be called 
anew comer among us. He dees not 
bear the mark of the pieneer upon 
him for it was only in 1861 that two 
mative bucks were brought here.

THE CREAT NEW-BRUNSWICK STORM. 


A Terrific Tempest Destroys Four Score 


Houses—The Waterspout— Many Per- 
sous Wounded and Some Killed. 


Sr. Jonx, New-Brunswick, Aug. 
11.—An extra edition of the Moniteur 


Acadien contains the following partic- 
ulars of the great storm at Buctouche: 

“About 1 o’cleck Wednesday after- 
noon the was covered with dark, 
thick clouds, and heavy thunder-claps 
were heard in the distance. This pre. 
saged a tempest, but rrr A expected 
the terrific one that so frightened the 
people of North Bank. Some thick 
clouds plowed the sky, and twoespeci- 
ally, enormously large and black, ap- 
proached each other from opposite di- 
rections, and came into collision at 
Rich Cove, about two miles above St. 
Mary's Church. The shock was ter- 
rible, forming a waterspout conical in 
shape and frightful in size. The cy- 
clone, moving toward the east, trav- 
ersed several small woods, uprooting 
and raising every hing in the ceurse 
of its passage for a width of two acres. 
Three farm-houses, with barns and 
stock, were scattered about the fields. 
After describing a circle toward the 
north,

fell upon a barn and completely de- 
molished it. Advancing towards the 
east in a zi fashion, the water- 
spout, in the twinkle ef an eye, reach- 
ed Buctouche church,- where it 

ht its last destruction, ard then 
lost itself in the sea. Ou the river the 
waterspout lifted two arches from the 
top of the big bridge to the south of 
the channel and launched them a hun- 
dred * below. The covering of 
the mill on the south side, and partly 
on the north side, was carried off, and 
the crown was injured. Returning 
to the river, the cyclene moved back 
to strike the convent, the charch and 
the presbytery, and it is here especi- 
ally that the ruins are enormeus, and 

THE DESTRUCTION is INDESCRIBABLE. 


The conveat was considerably dam- 
aged, the church steeple was raised on 
one side many feet, and the church it- 
self was otherwise considerably dam- 
aged, outside and in. The presbytery 
is a mere mass of ruins, The violence 
of the cyclone was tremendous. 
Houses were raiced 30 feet, and dashed 
te pieces. At St. Mary's Church. 
trunks of trees, pules, pieces of wood, 
etc., traversed the air with the rapidi- 
ty of lightning. A large, heavy hay 
cart, that had been left near a barn at 
St. Mary's, was transperted a quarter 
of a mile, and a carriage was smashed 
to atoms. Ricks of hay contaiding 
20 tons nearly disappeared before the 
tornado. One of the gallery benches 
of the Bueteuche Church was carried 
through a window ioto the presbytery. 
The number of dead and wounded, 
large as it appears, is wonderfully 
amall considering the circumstances. 
The number of houses destroyed is 
more than 80. The losses amount to

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OHIO’S PEARL FISHERIES. 
Fishing With The Feet -Pearl Bearing 
Mussels In The Miami River—A Curi- 
ous Industry. 


* 


From the New York Sun. 


The bed of the fisheries extends 
along a distance of ten miles on the 
Little Miami River, and about mid- 
way are the towns of Waynesville and 
Corwin. The river is a sluggish little 
stream, looking opaque enough to hold 
its own secrets; and it did se until 
about twenty yearsago. About that 
time a practical geologist visited 
Waynesville, atid something in the 
conchologival indications of thia re- 
gion suggested to bim that it was the 
stuff that pearls are, or should be, 
made of, and he began to investigate 
the mussel shells that abound in beds 
in the river. The result justified his 
conjecture; pearls were found in suf- 
ficient quantity to make the fishery an 
occupation, and since that time pearl 
fishing has been a recognized industry 
of this region. These beds of mussel 
shelis are found in deposits any where 
from the banks to the middle of the 
river, and are generally discovered by 
the feet of the pearl fisher. About 
fifty men and beys are evgaged in this 
work. They wade into the river at 
depths varying from the knees to the 
neck, With their feet they feel the 
shells, und

to the small canoes that are anchored 
near them. A bushel or more having 
been collected, the fisher goes to the 
shore, and, sitting down in the cool 


knife. The hapless mollusk within 
is not of the slightest value, either 
commercially or gastrononically. Its 
arls alone are sought.

shell itself. ocasienaliy the 
pearl is imbedded in the shell so firm- 
ly that ouly an experienced lapidary 
can safely detach it. This is rare. 
The number of pearls found in a sin- 
gle shell rarely exceeds three, and on 
an average only one shell out of a 
hundred and fifty contains any pearls 
at all. It is a common experience to 
open bushels of shells and not find a 
. The pearl fishers are usually

The outer door 
was unlocked, the cell opened, and 
McClosky taken out.

All excitement in reference to the 
ceal troubles seems to be allayed, and 
the opivion is generally expressed 
that naught but peaceful measures 
will obtain in thefuture. There is a 
deep feeling among the Italians in 
reference to the result of the fight at 
Fish creek, and it is claimed by them 
that ne overt acts were committed 
sufficient to justify the killing of the 
men. The testimeoy given at the 
Coroner's inquest has been published 
in full, and our readers can draw their 
owa conclusions.

What the Eureka Papers Have to Say— 
Somewhat Conflicting Opiniens.

All the evidence of the parties en- 

gaged in the Fish creek battle poiots 
to the strikers as aggressors. Inspired 
with a contempt for the law and its 
methods, deriding the attempt of the 
officers to execute it, they invited the 
punishmert that was so quickly meted 
out. Much as itis to be regretted 
that these foolish and deluded men 
should have fallen victims to their 
own lawless proceedings, much as it 
may be deplored that the agitation 
bas resulted in bloodshed, surely no 
one can blame the officers for so 
promptly and effectually quelling the 
outbreak.

Centrary to the predictions of many 
persons, no trouble has occurred in 
Eureka, growmg out of the fight at 
Fish creek, and the Italians are quiet- 
ly and peacefully submitting to the 
law's course. They have indulged in 
neither tirades nor threats, but confi- 
dently claim that they will eventually 
prove that the killing of the five men 
was wholly uncalled for aud unwar- 
ranted. 

There is no disguising the fact that 
the burners have the open sympathy 
ef a large portion of our population, 
but is yet too early for any thinkiog 
Barring the 
evidence given yesterday, and which 
of course was naturally favorable to 
the sheriffs posse, nothing has been 
developed which would justify any 
one in passing judgment. There are not 
a few who blame the sheriff for send- 
ing what they are pleased to term “a 
fighting posse,” The argument is a 
poor one, however, for the sheriff who 
would send any but men of recognized 
courage upon such ao expedition 
would only be equaled ia stupidi'y by 
the faint-hearted volunteer who would 
consent to ge. Besides, while the eu- 
tire posse, with perhaps one or two 
exceptions, are men whose courage or 
fighting qualities have never been dis 
puted, not one eof them has ever been 
accused of being yp mgr or of 
engaging in broils of any description. 
All the witnesses testified yesterday 
that when ‘Rich and the leader of the 
band prepared to fight, Simpsen beg- 
ged them not to shoot, saying he could 
settle it peacefully; while Toomey 
says that his instructions from both 
Kyle and Simpson were to the effect 
that on no consideration should force 
be resorted to if it could poscibly be 
avoided. If the officers did not ex- 
ceeed the bounds of prudence iu this 
unfortunate aff ir, the abuse they are 
receiving will tend to deter others in 
the future from risking their lives in 
defense of our rights aud property.

DeYoung Fires Upon Kalloch From

San Francisco remained quiet all 
day Sunday, and uo riot was attempt- 
ed.

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THE ACE OF THE WORLD. 


This Round Earth Over 600,000,000 
Years Old—The Testimony of the 
Rocka, 


From the Lendon Academy. 


Geologists, astro..omers and physic- 
ists alike, have hitherte been baffled 
in their attempts to set up any satis- 
factory kiod of chronometer which 
will approximately measure geological 
time, and thus give some clue to the 
antiquity of our globe. It is there- 
fore worth noting that Mr. Mellard 
Reade, of Liverpool, has lately con- 
tributed to the Royal Society a very 
suggestive paper, in which he endeav- 
ors t grapple with the question by 
employing the limestone rocks of the 
earth's crust as un index of geological 
time, Limestones have been in the 
course of formation from the earliest 
known geological periods, but it would 
appear that the later found strata 
are mere calcareous than the earlier, 
and that there has in fact been 


A GRAVUALLY PROGRESSIVE INCREASE 


ef calcareous matter. The very ex- 
tensive deposition of carbonate of 
lime over wide areas of the ocean bot- 
tom at the present day is sufficiently 
attested by the recent soundings of 
the ger. According te the au- 
thor’s estimate, the sedimentary crust 
of the earth is at least one mile io an 
—— actual thickness. of which 
porbably one-tenth consists of cale=r- 
eous matter. It is assumed that the 
primitive rocks of the original crust 
were of the nature of gigantic or ba- 
saltic rocks. By the disintegration of 
such rocks, calcareous and other 


SEDIMENTARY DEPOSITS 


have been formed. The amount of 
lime salts in waters which drain dis- 
tricts made up of granites and basalts 
is found, by « comparison of analysis, 
to be on an average about 3.73 parts 
in 100,000 parts of water. It is fur- 
ther assumed that the excessed areas 
of igneous rocks, taking an average 
throughout all geelogical time, will 
bear to the exposures of sedimentary 
rocks a ratio of about one to nine. 
From these and other data Mr. Reade 
concludes that the elimination of the 
calcareous matter now found in all 
the sedimentary strata must have oc- 
cupied at least 600,000,000 of years. 
This, therefore, represents the 


MINIMUM AGE OF THE WORLD. 


The author infers that the forma- 
tion of the Laurentian, ‘Cambrian and 
Silurian strata must have occupied 
about 200,000,000 of years; the old 
red sandstone, the carboniferous and 
the poikiltic systems, avother 200,- 
000,000; and all the other strata, the 
remaining 200,000,000. Mr. Reade 
is, therefore, led to believe that geo- 
logical time has been enormously in 
excess of the limits urged by certain 
physicists; thatit has been ample to 
allow for ull the changes which, on 
the hypothesis of evolution, have oo- 
curred in the organic world,

+ nese—Men Killing Their Own Chil- 
dren fer Food. 
From the New York San. 

Russian merchants recently re- 
turned from the interior of 
China to St. Petersburg have furoished 
terrible detuils respecting the famine 
which has for some time past pre- 
vailed throughout certain provinces 
of the Celestial Empire. They depose 
to having seen people die in the 
streets of many towns and villages 
from sheer starvation, and state not 
only that anthropophagy is practised 
upon the ies of the dead, but that 
famished men attack the living, and 
prey upon them with ferocity. One 
of them alleges that he was present at 
the examination ef a mendicant who 
had been arrested for some — theft, 
and in whose professional wallet the 
mangled remains of an infant were 
discovered.
